Just before lu* was to testify regard­ 
ing charges of gambling graft against

Webber, known in the underworld as 
"Brldgey," was brought to police head­ 
quarters. 
Webber, according to tin* 
poiic«', ran a gambling house in op­ 
position to Rosenthal three years ago 
and had incurred the latter’s enmity. 
While the feud between the two Aren 
was on, Webber’s home was dynamit­ 
ed, the police said, and his jaw was 
broken by a man known as “ Tough 
Tony," incidents which, 
thr%r 
said, 
were laid by Webber’s friends at th*' 
door of Rosenthal. 
Webber was put 
through a severe grilling at police 
headquarters, the result of which was 
not disclosed. 
Ho was then taken to 
the coroner's office. 
After several hours of grilling Louis 
Libby and 
William 
Shapiro, 
who 
owned the motor car that was used 
in the killing, broke down and told 
all they knew of the murder. 
District Attorney Whitman believes 
thnt the “ police system," as 
it 
is 
familiarly known, was largely, if not 
directly, responsible for the slaying 
of Rosenthal, who had professed his 
intention to make further charges that 
certain of the police were grafting on 
gamblers. 
District Attorney Whitman said that 
Ire would proceed with th<> grand jury 
Investigation of the charges made by 
Rosenthal.
